The  damned  old  building  is  still 
there;  you  look  out  the  window  of 
Lanny's  office  and  wonder  how  the 
station  ever  survived  in  the  shack 
across  the  way.  How  will  you  feel 
when  the  shack  comes  down,  is  carted 
away,  paved,  and  becomes  a  parking 
lot?  What  will  you  hear  when  you 
put  your  ear  to  the  asphalt  in  this  new 
parking  lot?  Will  you  hear  1 1  years  of  a 
high  radio  experience?  Will  the  ground 
you  tread  and  park  on  be  electric  with 


11  years  of  excitement,  despair,  hope, 
and  jubulation  from  the  scores  of  vol- 
unteers who  come,  go,  come  again,  and 
go  again'  Probably  not.  Someone  in 
reception,  Lili  probably,  will  buzz  peo- 
ple in  the  building  and  ask,  "Why  is 
that  person  laying  down  in  the  parking 
lot  and  giggling  periodically?"  After  the 
third  person  hangs  up  on  her,  she  will 
walk  outside,  stamp  her  foot,  clear  her 
throat,  and  direct  you  to  Marvin  Segel- 
man's  office.  Once  inside,  Marvin  will 
tell  you  a  few  jokes,  give  you  a  pledge 
card,  ask  you  if  you  have  any  contacts 
with  a  carpeting  outfit,  an  electronics 
firm,  then  get  someone  to  show  you 
the  building.  Once  you  have  left,  my 
phone  will  ring  and  he  will  ask,  "John, 
what  do  you  think  of  putting  a  speaker 
under  the  asphalt  that  plays  some  of 
our  best  plugs  for  subscriptions?"  I  will 
wander  around  the  building  for  awhile, 
then  phone  him  back  and  agree  it 
might  not  be  a  bad  idea.  By  that  time 
he  will  have  found  out  that  insurance 
would  be  a  problem,  and  besides  he 
was  only  kidding!  Someone  had  just 
been  in  his  office  who  had  had  his  ear 
to  the  ground:  "He  left  a  check."  With 
the  new  building  come  no  fewer  prob- 
lems, we  find.  Infinitely  more  interest- 
ing, yes,  but  no  fewer.

Dmitri  Shostakovich  has  alw/ays  been 
for  me  an  enigmatic  composer.  How 
could  the  man  who  wrote  the  saucy, 
sparkling  First  Symphony  and  the 
brilliantly  &\i%onanx  Second  Symphony 
(a  truly  unjustly  neglected  20th  cen- 
tury masterwork)  be  reduced  to  an  em- 
barrassing self-parody  in  the  Eleventh 
and  Twelfth  Symphonies''  I  don't 
think  the  artistic  suppression  of  the 
Stalinist  era  is  the  answer,  for  the 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Symphonies  were 
written  long  afterward-in  fact,  during 
a  period  of  relative  artistic  freedom 
in  the  Soviet  Union.  I  once  thought 
the  usual  conservatism  of  older  age 
might  be  the  reason  most  of  Shosta- 
kovich's works  of  the  last  10  or  15 
years  sounded  pretty  warmed  over. 
But  just  when  I  was  about  to  write 
Dmitri  off,  voila,  the  darkly  sombre 
Thirteenth  Symphony  (on  poems  of 
Yevtushenko)  and  the  magnificentSec- 
ond  Cello  Concerto  (which  has  not  yet 
been  recorded).  And  now,  the  Four- 
teenth Symphony. 

Like  its  immediate  predecessor,  the 
Fourteenth  is  a  vocal  work  (soprano 
and  bass  soloists)  and  again  is  not  really 


a  symphony  in  the  usual  formal  sense 
(but  nonetheless  satisfying  structure- 
wise).  Scored  only  for  19  strings  and  a 
percussion  array  (in  addition  to  the 
vocal  soloists),  the  work  is  in  1 1  con- 
nected movements.  This  unusual  struc- 
ture and  scoring  is  matched  by  an 
astonishing  (for  Shostakovich)  selection 
of  texts  for  the  singers— poems  by 
Garcia  Lorca,  Apollinaire,  Rilke,  and 
the  Russian  Kuchelbecker.  The  recur- 
ring theme  is  Death  itself-not  in  a 
resigned,  philosophical  sense  but  on  a 
very  visceral  level-Death-as-Grim-Rea- 
per  (to  quote  the  excellent  album 
annotations).  The  music  is  by  turns 
macabre,  austere,  violent,  harrowing, 
anguished,  and  inevitable.  The  vocal 
soloists  and  the  instrumentalists  convey 
all  this  remarkably  well,  although  I 
would  have  preferred  a  bit  more  clarity 
in  the  strings  and  a  little  less  vibrato 
from  the  soprano.  Complete  Russian/ 
English  texts  are  provided,  and  the 
recorded  sound  has  fine  stereo  sep- 
aration. 

Perhaps  the  accident  and  illness  that 
Shostakovich  suffered  a  few  years  ago 
have  given  him  a  new  vision.  What- 
ever the  impetus,  seldomhas  an  artist 
communicated  so  clearly  that  which  is 
ultimately  ineffable. 

A  final  note:  The  California  Chamber 
Symphony  under  Henri  Temianka  will 
give  the  West  Coast  premiere  of  the 
Shostakovich  Fourteenth  on  February 
7  at  Royce  Hall,  UCLA,  a  concert 
which  will   be  broadcast  over  KPFK.

One  of  the  more  fascinating  and  ed- 
ucational aspects  of  the  age  of  the 
phonograph  record  has  been,  in  the 
never-ending  pursuit  for  new  repertiore 
to  record,  the  re-discovery  of  some 
shadowy  figures  from  the  past  whose 
contributions  to  music  have  been  long- 
since  forgotten.  Bonifacio  Asioli  (1 769- 
1832)  certainly  qualifies  on  this  score. 
He  was  apparently  a  precursor  of  the 
great  19th  century  school  of  virtuoso 
keyboard  composers.  The  two  sonatas 
recorded  here  are  light  and  tuneful  and 
use  keyboard  virtuosity  as  an  actual 
compositional  tool.  The  recording  catch- 
es the  sound  of  the  restored  1795 
Broadway  piano  admirably. 
Carter /Concerto  for  Orchestra.  Schu- 
manlln  Praise  of  Shahn.  New  York 
Philharmonic/Leonard  Bernstein  con- 
ducting. Columbia  stereo  disk  M  30112. 

Two  new  works  by  two  of  America's 
most  skilled  and  accomplished  com- 
posers. Elliot  Carter's  Concerto  is  a 
surreal,  pointillistic  montage  of  tex- 
tures, colors,  and  shapes,  while  William 
Schuman  alternates  irregular,  brassy 
fanfares  with  smooth,  passionate  writ- 
ing for  the  strings  to  achieve  a  moving 
tribute  to  the  late  graphic  artist  Ben 
Shahn.  Columbia's  sound  has  clarity, 
but  is  just  a  bit  too  dry  for  my  taste. 
Intriguing  liner  notes  by  the  two  com- 
posers on  the  genesis  of  the  works.
